Its revival softer this brief lapse of time since its last 


overwhelming defeat is, in the opinion of the Examiner,"" 
not justified. With a majority against of 354,000 in 1922 
and 431,000 in 1924, there is/a record of increasingly hostile 
sentiment toward the measure which is conclusive that the 
people do not accept it as a solution of their great natural 
problems. 


The very merits of the plan, which were set forth fully 


by this newspaper in previous campaigns, will cease to have 
any appeal even to former friends: if the, proposition is 
' persistently'put up to be knocked over by the voters. 


Since the last decision on the issue nothing has been 


done fo, any consequence to change public sentiment. No 
new or additional foundation has been laid for a different 
result than that already furnished. There are no fresh 
facts or arguments,to capture the imagination and votes 
of the electorate. 


Chi the contrary, present conditions appear to be'less 


favorable for an affirmative vote than they were in 1924; 
that year, it will be recalled, immediately, followed the 
greatest drouth the state had known in fifty years. Since 
then there have been seasons of practically normal rainfall.

There is substantial assurance" that the 
Swing-Johnson bill will pass at the next session of con- 
gress. Th&JBoulder dam project will give this region both 
water and power. Los Angeles, -which provided .more than 
a fourth of the state's vote,,will soon be called upon to 
finance ^^Bf^fp-iartuejjtfet, >13ie-; eftjMiarheref ^will- 
therefore not fake kindly to the" proposed $500,000,000 
state bond isSue..

The Slow Driver— 
. , ' • • • . , ' 


So much attention has been given to the automobile 


'. operator who speeds, or who by reckless driving becomes a 


dangerous person to meet or pass, that little consideration 
has been given to the driver who goes to the other extreme. 
The best opportunity to study the slow moving driver is on 
a paved road, on a pleasant Sunday afternoon. His speed 
averages fifteen miles an hour. He may be the owner of 
what is known as a junker and unable to get any more 
speed out of his mtitor. He. may be a nature student who 
is traveling slowly in order to enjoy the landscape. "What- 
ever he may^be, he holds up a long line of traffic behind 
him for the .reason that about as many'cars are coming as 
are going and the pavement is not wide enough for three 
machines to be abreast. The result of the slow driver's 
plodding amount to a blockade. Sooner or later an iin- 
patient motorist in the rear attempts to pass. Before he is 
able to do this a stream of cars is encountered. There is 
rid break in the line on the right side of the road and there 
is not room enough to squeeze in between the lines going in 
opposite directions. Collisions arid injuries result. Traffic 
that would be obeying the law if it went ten or twenty 
miles'faster is delayed, dangerous chances are taken and 
tempers' are soured, The slow driver evidently is within 
his rights but he is unwise to use"-main traveled roads 
rather than find some byroad, where he would delay nobody 
and-where the sound of horns behind him would not mar 
the serenity of his mind. Probably in most instances he 
does not.—Pomotropic. •

Valley Pioneers' 
History Gathered. 
by Covina Woman 


Mrs. Pardon Head has been en- 


gaged ^during the summer in prepar- 
ing, interesting data concerning the 
pioneer families of this vicinity who 
came to California previous to 1870. 
This work has been done for the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and will be placed on file in the 
Memorial Continental library of the 
D. A. R. at Washington, D." C., and 
also in the geneological library in the 
capitol at Sacramento. 


THE LEE FAMILY 


Among the interesting histories is 


that of George Washington Lee and 
his wife, Delight Baldridge Lee, who 
were married in Santa Clara in 1869. 
Mrs. Head says: 


"George Washington Lee learned 


the tanner's trade, which he follow- 
ed in Ohio until 1858, when he came 
to the Pacific coast by way of the 
isthmus, crossing on horseback in a 
futile gold quest. After much wan- 
dering he settled in Tumwater, 
Thurston county, in what was then 
Washington territory, where he en- 
gaged in tanning, and later, mer- 
chandizing. Here he met and mar- 
ried Miss Delight S. Baldridge, a 


school teacher. In 1875 Mr. and Mrs. 
Leo and family left Tumwatcr for 
Oakland, where they resided two 
years, moving to Covina in 1877, and 
settling on a ranch, where tho for- 
mer resided until his death, nearly 
ten years ago, nnd where Mrs. Lee 
still'lives. Children of this union 
who are living are Rev. Barr Gif- 
ford Lee of Sacramento. Helen Ag- 
nes Viall of Eureka. Colorado, Her- 
man Baldridge Lee of Los Angeles* 
and William Alfred Lee of Covina," 


THE BALDRIDGES 


In tracing the Baldridge family, 


of Irish descent, John Baldridge, one 
of seventeen children, was born in 
Lancaster county, Penn., in 1780, and 
married Agnes Barr, of Scotch lin- 
eage, in Seneca county. New York, 
in 1826. 


John Baldridge never saw Califor- 


nia, but several of. his children came 
in an early day and two grandchild- 
ren were native-born. In 1799, John 
Baldridge, with three brothers, left 
Pennsylvania and settled in Seneca 
county, New York, two half-broth- 
ers going to Ohio. He, with his fu- 
ture father-in-law, Robert Barr, en- 
listed in the war of 1812, joining » 
company that traveled on foot to 
Buffalo, only to find that the war 
was ended. In the seventies their 
service was recognized and their 
widows pensioned. 


A son, Robert Barr Baldridge, set- 


tled in Covina with his family in 
1887, living until 1921, to the ripe

Living with Mrs. Lee on her ranch 


north of Covina is a sister, Orpha 
Sharp Baldridge, wife of the late 
Josephus Perrin Eckler. Mr. Eekler 
came to California in 1852. Of this 
trip Mrs. Head says: 
'' Mr. Eckler made the trip on a 


sailing vessel, around the Horn, suf- 
fering many privations and hard- 
ships, mostly on account of scarcity 
of food, even undergoing the ordeal 
of eating uncooked dried apples.'' 


A story handed down to the pres- 


ent generation tells of the agonizing 
night put in by "Grandfather" Eck- 
ler after those apples began to ab- 
sorb moisture. 


Returning to Illinois in 1853, where 


bis father was located when a young 
man, 
he brought his family across 


the plains, his father, however, dy- 
ing enroute at Council Bluffs, Iowa. 
Locating at Euget Sound, mining 
was tried out in Oregon and Idaho, 
finally settling at Tumwater, Wash- 
ington, where his marriage to Orpha 
Sharp Baldridge, a teacher in tho 
Tumwatcr schools, was consummat- 
ed.. After the death of Mr. Eckler 
in 1919, the widow came to Covina, 
residing with Mrs. Delight Lee. 


Of another son, Michael Baldridge, 


Mrs. Head quotes from an article in 
the Southern Coast Counties of Cali- 
fornia, by J. M. Guinn: "Michael 
Baldridge, at the-age of 19, went 
from Seneca county New York, to 
Michigan, and from there to New 
York city. In 1849 he joined Parker 
H. French's expedition of gold-seek- 
ers, headed for California. The ex- 
pedition disbanded at El Paso del 
Norte on account of dissatisfaction, 
with the leader. Michael, with four 
others, made his way across Mexico, 
on foot, for 1000 miles, finally reach- 
ing Mazatlan, where passage was 
obtained on a vessel bound for San 
Francisco, reaching there Jan. 1, 
1850. 
Michael was out of funds. He 


tried mining in several places, but 
did not materialy succeed. In 1853 
he returned to New York, married, 
and five years later came back to 
California by way of the isthmus. 
He followed mining for thirteen 
years and in 1881 located in Covina, 
moving from there to Pomona and 
then to Ocean Park, where he died 
in 1913." 


Other children who reached Cali- 


fornia were John Eliott Baldridge, 
who landed in California in 1870, 
returning to New York eight years 
later; Nancy Elizabeth Baldridge, 
unmarried, who came to Covina in 
1878, 
dying a year 
later; 
James 


Baldridge, among the early settlers 
of Los Angeles county, residing in 
Pomona at his death in 1902, and 
Herman Baldridge, unmarried, who 
crossed the plains in 1863. After two 
years in Idaho, he came on to San 
Francisco, and later to Southern 
California, living in Los Angeles un- 
til his death in 1910.

the daughter of Phebe Sharp Bald- 
ridge and Jacob C: Garrison of Sen- 
eca county New York, became the 
wife of John Jeffrey of Azusa and 
Glendora.

Proof Conclusive that the Los ^Angeles 


county fair at Pomona is being" ruthlessly kick- 
ed around as a political football is contained 
in a deliberate attempt on v Saturday, Septeru- 
"ber 25, to discredit Fred T. Beaty, candidate, 
for supervisor in the first district because sev- 
eral thousand of his loyal, supporters signified 
their intention of attending the fair in a body 
next "Saturday. 


Local adherents of Prescott P. Cogswell, the 


present first district supervisor (who an over- 
whelming number of citizens believe will.retire 
from his position at the Request of the voters 
on November 2nd) have seetl fit to purposely 
misconstrue a friendly interest in/the fair by 
Beaty supporters, and to t>rarid this 'friendly 
interest as "a cheap effort at publicity" and. 
as "a publicity fraud." These accusations ap- 
peared .prominently displayed in at least one 
newspaper in Pomona, while at the same time 
more than fifty other newspapers in the district 
were carrying news stories 'of-Fred Beaty's 
strong endorsement of the fair, urging all his 
supporters to patronize it as one of the great 
annual exhibitions of the southland.
